At the Opening this Account, our honeft, impartial 
Author fays, Owr Hiforians have informed us, that the 
Electing and Managing of Parliaments 4y Corrupt Me- 
thods were firft praéijed in the Reign of Richard the 
Second. ‘Then, in Proof of this he gives us a long but 
very unfair Quotation from Rapin. What's become of 
our Hiftorians this Writer talk’d of ? Did Rapin live in 
thofe Days? Ought his Hiftory to have any Credit 
with us in Refpeét to Facts, farther than it is fupported 
by Authorities ? Ought his Remarks to govern us abio- 
lutely, without enquiring whether they are agreeable to 
Truth and Reafon ? In fo material a Point as this is, 
which Ca/eb’s Correfpondent undertakes to explain, 
fhould he not have had Recourfe to undeniable Evi- 
dence ? Or at leaft ought he not to have given us fairly 
the ‘Teitimony he thought fit to produce ? 

It is evident enough on the Perufal of this Part of 
Rapin’s Hiftory, that he exercifed his own Judgment 
pretty freely in giving an Account of the Preparations 
the King made for the calling the Parliament he fpeaks 
of ; none of our Hiltorians were able to give | a¢ts in fo 
fo clear and circumitantial a Manner, becaufe they con- 
fined themfelves to the Relation of Things as they really 
happened, and did not believe they were free to repre 
fent things as they imagined they might be, without 
Anthorities to bear them out. Yet Rapin quotes not 
one Authority for all thefe extraordinary Facts. I with 
Mr. D’ Anvers or his Correfpondent would tell us how 
well founded this, Notion which Rapin puts into the 
King’s Head then was, viz. ‘ That the Houfe of Com- 
‘ mons wers the fole Judges in the Affair of Ele&ions, 
‘ and therefore he was well affured that fuch a Parlia 
‘ ment would confirm or reject whom he pleafed.” How 
little this Gentleman attended te original Writers, and 
how ready he was to give us his own surmifes inftead of 
Faéts, appears from his faying of this Parliament, ‘ If 
‘ the Parliament of 1386 was called the Mercile/, I 
‘ cannot think what Name odious enough could be 
« given this.” Yet if he had confulted our common 
Chronicles he would have found, that this Parliament 
had its Name as well as that; for from the numerous 
Bodies of armed Men attending on the Nobility, it was 
ftiled the Greet Parliament, which he might as well 
have told his Keaders as leave them in a Quandary about 
a Name {uitable to his Account of the Matter. Another 
Man would have been cenfured for writing thus. 

Among the Reflections made by Rapin on our Confti- 
tution, he lays, ‘ It is certain the Inititution of Parlia- 
‘ ments is of great Advantage to the Kingdom, being 
¢ the only Support-of the Liberties of the People, who, 
‘ without that, would have long fince faln into.a fatal 
‘ State of Slavery. But on the other hand, it cannot 
* be denied that thefe Affemblies become very dangerous 
‘ fometimes, when influenced by popular Faétions, or 
‘ by the Cabals of an ambitious Prince.’ This, toge- 
ther with our political Hiftorian’s Conceffion, that Par- 
liaments have /ometimes pulled the Prerogative too /ow, 
are pafled by on this Occafion, as not fuiting the Defign 
of- the-Craft/man's Correfpondent. He would willingly 
perfuade us, that no Miichiefs are to b feared in this 
Kingdom but from Princes ; tho’ even in this unfortu- 
nate Reign of Richard Il. moft of the Calamities which 
overwhelmed the Realm were owing to Difputes among 
the Great Men, who by turns did what they pleafed in 
the King’s Name, and made him accountable. Rapin 
could not but know this, tho’ he takes but little Notice 
ofit. He fays not one Word of the Great Duke of 
Lancafier’s fitting as High Steward, and pafling Judg- 
ment on the Earls of Warawick and Arundel; -and in re- 
fpeét to the Duke of Glocefler he fays, ‘ His Enemies 
* reported, that he made a Confeffion before his Death, 
‘ which was not at all examin’d into, tho’ on the Credit 
* of it his Eftate was confifcated.’ Yet the Confeilion 
itfelf is fill upon Record, and his Attainder on the Peti- 
tion of the Commons in Parliament is grounded there- 
upon. Surely it is not very fafe to truft fach Authori- 
ties, or to ground Opinions upon them. 

The reft of this worthy Gentleman’s Epifile contains 
an Application of what he had before advanced to the 
prefent Times. He gives us at full Length fuch a Pi- 
éture as the Patrons of the Craft/mam have taken the 
libercy to draw of the Adminitlration, full of Sugge- 








ftions, Affertions, open and concealed Accufatiogs. In 
thort, every thing———— but Proof. [| fhall readily 
acknowledgé the Charge is well drawn, and that this 
Writer has not omitted fo much as a flying Report 
which it could be conceived would any ways contribute 
to alarm the People. But then it muft be granted me, 
that no Prince, no Parliament, no Miniftry can avoid 
fuch a Charge, how little focver they may deferve it. 
While there are malicious and faStious Men in the World, 
and fuch in all Probability there will be fo long as the 
World endyres, we can never want fuch Attempts as 
thefe to roufe the People againft their Governors. But 
while the Body of the Nation are left entirely to their 
Liberty of reading,.examining, and fearching out legally 
the Truth of theie Imputations on thofe’ at the Helm, 
they never can be drawn to facrifice their own Safety, 
Peace and Happineis, (fuch as their Forefathers never 
enjoy’d) to the promoting the Views of a few felf-inter- 
efted and defigning Men, who call themfelves Patriots; 
but at the Bottom ought to be call’d Jncendiaries and 
falfe Accufers. 

In refpect to this Writer's Method of perverting Hi+ 
ftory, it is even in regard to our Country no new Art. 
In Queen Elizabeth's time, the very Reign he fixes on, 
and the Revolution which followed it, were glofled by 
the Pen of a pretended Patriot s Flatterer, in hopes of 
itirring ftrange Thoughts in the People’s Minds, and 
thereby ftriking at the eftablifhd Government. But it 
fail’d then for the fame Reafon for which all like At- 
tempts mult now fail, becaufe, how plaufible foever the 
Infinuations might be, there was notwithitanding no 
Shadow of Truth. ‘The Angli> Nation are not to be 
led like Bees by the Sound of a Kettle, they are jealous 
of their Liberties, but jealous alfo of being impofed 
upon, and know Fattions and their Scribblers too well 
to think of running into Extremities on their bare 
Words. 

To this the Paper I have mentioned and all the late 
Writings of the Malecontents tend. They are forced to 
this from the ill Fate attending their Proceedings ina 
legal Way. If warm Affeverations, artful Narratives, 
and paffionate Harangues would convince, then no doubt 
the Charges of our Patriots would pafs ‘or Gofpel. But 
where they have to do with fuch as will go to the Bot- 
tom of things, and hear all Parties before they give 
Judgment, they can do nothing but render themfelves 
ridiculous. In this Diflrefs they have recourfe to 
Dreams, Allegories, 'Mifreprz/entations of Hiffory, and in 
fhort any thing that may mi/-/cad the Mob, and keep 
up the glorious Spirit of Oppofition. To this therefore we 
mutt refer the Paper I have examin’d, containing a Pa- 
rallel between the Reigns of -—— II. and Richard II. 
a Prattice as weak and extravagant as it is fKandalous 
and wicked, fince we can fearce conceive, that even the 
meanef? of the Rabdbje will be fo blind as not to difcern 
the Differences between the mi/deft and moft bloody, the 
beft and qworft Reigns in all our Hi/fory.
